REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 23-41 are 
allowed. 

Prior art of record taken alone in combination fail to disclose a specific method associate 
with the steps of inserting the interconnected positive and negative diodes within the diode 
receiving cavity such that negative diodes engage the rectifier body and are grounded thereto and 
positive diodes engage the insulated conductive substrate and are insulated from the negative 
diodes and ground engaging surface and including other steps as recited in claims 23 and 30. 

Regarding claim 37, the record also fail to disclose a step of securing a capacitor within 
the diode receiving cavity such that the capacitor is operatively connected to the negative and 
positive diodes.
